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The After-Final amendment is denied entry for the following reasons: » 

1. Claims 1, 16, 18, 19, 20 and 26 (Currently amended) inserts new claim limitations (e.g., 
see claim 1, " by sequentially depositing a plurality of polymers onto a substrate unsupported by a 
template, wherein each polymer is capable of producing a characteristic electromagnetic 
emission and non-mechanically dividing the multi-layered structure"), which introduces new 
search and consideration and thus does not immediately place the case in condition for 
allowance. For example, claim 1 is now drawn to depositing "a plurality of polymers wherein 
each polymer is capable of producing a characteristic electromagnetic emission", which is a sub- 
genus that was not previously presented. In addition, the method step drawn to "non- 
mechanically dividing" the multi-layered structure was not previously drawn to the sub-genus of 
a "plurality of polymers" that are "unsupported by a template" and "wherein each polymer is 
capable of producing a characteristic electromagnetic signal." For example, claim 26, which 
recites the use of "non-mechanically dividing the multi-layered structure" is does not further 
recite that said non-mechanical division is drawn to a "plurality of polymers" that are "capable of 
producing a characteristic electromagnetic signal." To the contrary, claim 26 only recites that 
such division should be applied to "a transducing material " Furthermore, the claim does not 
recite that the multi-layered structure should be produced without a template.
